On March 6. 1958 , discussing a 
Democratic proposal to speed up 
public works to case the recession, 
Johnson told the Senate: 


‘ Cong ress has g ranted complete 
authority and ample funds for a 
wide rang e of construction projects, 
both civil and military . These funds 
at the present time are being spent 
on the basis of a normal economy . 


"Rut 
there 
is 
nothing 
normal 
about an economy which cannot find 
jobs for five million willing work­ 
ers. There is nothing normal about 
a situation in which we are losing 
the productive capacity of five mil­ 
lion men and women.” 


Tn an April 29, 1959, speech be­ 
fore the t S. Chamber of Commerce 
In Washing ton, he said: 


"1 believe that any y ear is one In 
Which the g ox oniment should strive 
to put its book in balance I do not 
believe this is a policy which should 
be trotted out of the closet only 
when a presidential election is in 
the offing .” 


riti April 28 , 1%4, speaking to a 
White 
House dinner for business 
leaders, Johnson said: 


"it is too early to make firm 
promises on further tax cuts. Rut 
if this one is a success—as 1 have 
every reason to believe it will be— 
in building production, creating jobs, 
raising profits, and g enerating rev­ 
enues to balance the budg et, then 
1 see another tax (lit a few y ears 
down the road. 
"Rut we can move to this second 
round of tax reduction-only if we 
behave 
ourselves

y ear. 
We 
can't let our costs creep up—and we 
can’t let our prices creep up. This 
Js where the decisions of leaders in 
business and leaders in labor are 
rrurial. 
"In the case of wag es, we need to 
match thp g ood record of the past 
three y ears and keep the increases 
in Imp with the averag e productivity 
g ain for the economy as a whole. And 
averag e prices have to he kept sta­ 
ble This will mean a g ood increase 
in real earning s for labor. And as 
y our sales continue to rise, it will 
mean a g ood increase in profits for 
y ou.”

In a speech before the United Sav­ 
ing s & l.oan Leag ue Convention in 
Dallas, Tex . Nov. 11. 1959 lie said 
the nex t strug g le between the I ’nited 
States and the Soviet t'nion "is g oing 
to be a battle of brains instead of 
brawn.” Johnson said Americans are 
losing too much talent because stu­

"If anvwhere in the world — by 


any means,

communism trespasses upon the soil

upon the vitals of the Soviet Union.” 
In a May 25, 1959, speech to Ihc 
g raduate class at Southwest Tex as 
State Colleg e, San Marcos, Johnson 
said: 


"We can no long er afford the lux ­ 
ury 
of a smug 
and 
self-assured 
foreig n policy . We can no long er g o 
out into the world with a spray -g un 
m front of us, an electric refrig erator 


and bathtub behind us and 
a native 
interpreter between us and the peo­ 
ple to whom we carry the messag e 
of freedom. 


"America must put on its working 
clothes, roll up its sleeves and walk 
down the hig hway 
of 
the 
world 
along side the other peoples of the 
earth who aspire to rise above the 
status of their birth.” 
In his first speech before a joint 
session of Cong ress 
as 
President, 
Nov. 27. 1963. Johnson said: 
"In this ag e when there can be no 


losers in peace and no victors in 
war, we must recog nize the oblig a­ 
tion to match national streng th with 
national restraint. We must be pre­ 
pared at one and the same time 
for both the confrontation of power 
and the limitation of power. We must 
be ready to defend the national inter­ 
est and to neg otiate the common in­ 
terest. This is the path that we shall 
continue to pursue.” 
In a television interview, March 
15, 1964, he said: 
"As long as 
wp are living in a 
world with 120 nations we have g ot 
to realize that we have g ot 120 
foreig n policies. I realize that we 
have 
discourag ing 
incidents 
from 
time to time, and we have problems, 


and because we try to help with 
those problems, sometimes the role 
of the peacemaker is not a very 
happy one. And so' for that reason, 
we have to do thing s that we don’t 
want to do sometimes, and are rath­ 
er irritating — and sometimes we 
are abused because we do them, 
and sometimes we are misunder­ 
stood. Rut if the final result is g ood, 
then our action is justified.”

WASHINGTON. IF)— Space science 
had made it possible to ride a tele­ 
vision camera smack into the moon 
Newsmen made the flight by wit­ 
nessing the first showing, in movie 
form, of the series of lunar pic­ 
tures taken hy Hanger 7. 


The National 
Aeronautics 
and 


Space 
Administration 
fashioned 


the five-minute film out of the 200 
still photos taken hy the Hanger 
7’s broad-scan cameras during the 
Ifi minutes before it smashed into 
the moon July 31. 


In the movie each photo dissolves 
imperceptibly into the one lmmedi- j 
atelv following it, at the rate of 1.5 
seconds per frame. The effect is a 
startlingly real journey on a collision 
course with the moon. 
I 
When the picture starts, you are j 
at an altitude of 1.299 miles above j 
the moon. 
As you watch, the pinpoints, and j 
larger hubbies — craters, supposed- j 
Iv — change slowlv. Their increase Ij 
in size and number is barely discern­ 
ible. 
Three minutes pass. You are 557 
miles above the moon. 


A minute and a half to go. You 


are now staring at a lunar surface 
that has

second fish reaching Am erican tables 
today is imported from abroad. 


The odds a re that this “ second 
fish” was caught in waters tradition­ 
ally, although not legally, under the 
control of American fishing interests. 
It was 
processed and 
packed 
by 
foreign labor, shipped to the United 
States and sold for American dollars 
which then went back overseas. 
These fa cts were cited 
by Sen. 
W arren Magnuson, D-Wash., as he 
arged a survey of American fishing 
frrounds, methods, m arkets and pros­ 
pects, including a study of fishing 
covered by domestic Indian treaties. 
He has launched legislation to in­ 


vestigate 
the problem.

edible fish—3.3 billion pounds—was 
set in 1950. 


Since 1951, the U.S. catch of food 
fish has in no year reached three
